For the main dish of a meal it can 
be combined with veal, chicken and 
other meats in the form of croquettes 
or escalloped dishes, with tomatoes 
and curry , with cheese.

Tip­ 
ton reprimanded him, but through for­ 
getfulness, fear or insubordination he 
again began to talk, when the M ajor 
halted tin* men. took the gun from the 
tall, strapping fellow, tied him to a 
tree with his own hands, and again 
ordered “ forw ard.” 
Within a short 
time the skirmishers were engaged in 
the battle at the Island, while the re­ 
fractory militiaman was tied up in 
the tall horseweeds within sound of 
the guns and in deadly fear. 
After 
the fight Tipton cut the thongs and 
released him. 
There are a number of collateral 
kinspeople of General Tipton in Sey­ 
mour, and it was near this city that 
his mother died in 1827.
